ROUGH RANGE RIDERS. 


BARKEEPER LITTLEFIELD KILLED 


BY A COWBOY. 


The Latter Rides Into the Saloon 
on Horseback and Orders Drinks 
for the Crowd at the Expense of 
the House—The Result. 


(BY ‘TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
HUGO (Colo.,) Jan. 7.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Wallace Littlefield, employed 
as a bartender, was killed today by a 
cowboy. Hugo is in the center of a 


| vast range district and is the haunt of 


the rough riders of the range. Yester- 
day a man named Alexander, employed 
by the Pawnee Cattle Company, en- 
tered the saloon, mounted on his cow- 
pony, but was ejected by Littlefield, 
who warned him not to come near the 
place again. The cowboy returned, 
armed with a shotgun, and, driving 
right into the saloon, ordered drinks for 
the crowd at the expense of the house. 
The bartender expostulated and was 
about to use more effective measures 
for ousting the disturber, when. Alex- 
ander turned loose and filled him with 
buckshot. The main charge lodged in 
his head, resulting in instant death. 
Alexander tried to escape on his pony, 
but was halted by bystanders, who 
turned him over to the authorities. 
The crime is the outcome of the 
license allowed the range riders of the 
district, who have made Hugo their 
‘rendezvous for years, engaging in wild 
sports, such as shooting the lights out, 
whenever they got their pay and 
wanted to ventilate their feelings about 
the townspeople, whom they have re- 
garded as their natural enemies.

NEW YORK, Jan 7.—A dispatch to 
the World from London says: 

“South Africa so completely occu- 
pies the attention of the English that 
the controversy with the United States 
is for the day, at least, forgotten. If it 
comes up again in its serious form of 
three weeks ago it will be because 
Lord Salisbury is too stubborn to learn 
the lesson of the German Emperor's 
message. That the Kaiser’s telegram 
to the president of the Transvaal 
méans avowed hostility to England is 
universally -accepted. He flouts at 
Great Britain's suzerainty over the 
Transvaal. To surrender that claim 
would be the most shameful concession 
in England's history for two centuries. 
The prospect of it is scornfully rejected 
by the entire English press. Tory and 
Liberal alike, 

“But while that vital question re- 
mains unsettled war with Germany 
is constantly menaced. Nor is the se- 
cession. of the South African colonies 
made less threatening by the unex- 
pected resignation without full expla- 
nation of Cecil Rhodes as premier of 
Cape Colony. Rhodes only makes way 
as premier to a tried and loyal lieu- 
tenant. While in office he was a re- 
sponsible official of the Queen and 
could only traitorously conspire against 
her government. His silence and in- 
action while another Heutenant is in 
mortal peril in the Transvaal remains 
unexplained. If he has absolutely sur- 
rendered it must mean that he —— 
conviction that this is not the case is 
still general in London and that the 
‘dispatch does not tell the real truth of 
the situation.

BERLIN, Jan. 7.—At a special audi- 
ence which Dr. W. J. Leyds, Secretary 
of State of Transvaal, nad with Er- 
peror William today, His Majesty de- 
clared that he would not recognize any 
claim of suzerainty over the Trans- 
vaal. Great Britain, by the treaty of 
1844, claims suzerainty Over tire Trans- 
vaal republic. 

FEARS OF A RUN. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—The Post’s Wash- 
ington spécial says that the fears en- 
tertained of a run on the gold reserve 
bid fair to be realized. Information 
was received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment today that orders for the impor- 
tation of gold have been cancelled and 
$3,000,000 will go out by tomorrow’s 
steamers. Private advices from New 
York also tell of large withdrawals for 
domestic sequestration. This is what 
the administration feared more than 
the withdrawals for exportation. 

“Scare dispatches” poured into Wash- 
ington this afternoon from Wall street. 
news agencies asking for the latest 
about the treasury situation. It is not 
improbable that the Secretary of the 
Treasury may be forced to abandon his 
popular loan programme, and make 
another syndicate deal within ten days 
or two weeks to protect the reserve 
against annihilation.

PRETORIA (CTransvaal,) Jan. 6. 
After consulting the Transvaal] govern- 
ment Sir Hercules Robinson informed 
the Rand people that they would be al- 
lowed twenty-four hours from noon to 
relinquish their arms unconditionally. 

IN HERCULES’S HANDS. 
LONDON, Jan. 7.—Sir Hercules Rob- 
inson has telegraphed the Colonial 
Office under date of Pretoria, January 
7, as follows: “The Reform Committee 
has resolved to relinquish their arms 
and to comply with the demands of 
the Transvaal government. The Jo- 
hannesburgers have placed themselves 
unreservedly in my hands, -eonfident 
that I will see justice done.” i

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from London says the 
government gag is still on the news 
from Cape Town.

The correspondent cabled 
yesterday that it was impossible to be- 
lieve the rumor that Emperor William 
had told Leyds, agent of the Trans- 
vaal, that he meant to send a German 
minister to Johannesburg. Leyds told 
this to a reporter yesterday, and now 
he has said to another news man at 
Berlin that the Emperor told him he 
would recognize the complete independ- 
ence of the Transvaal. 

The editors-in-chief of all the leading 
London papers were sent for by Gecre- 
tary Chamberlain and closeted with 
him for some time, after which he went 
to the Isle of Wight to see the Queen. 
By her command he has been sending 
dispatches by wire and the papers 


twice a day, so the Queen was well 
‘informed before commanding him to 


visit her. The — situation, there-

The editor of the Chronicle, under the 
inspiration of the Colonial Office, starts 
his leader thus: . 

“WARLIKE UTTERANCES.” 

“The patience and good sense of the 
English people stand today in need of 
reinforcement. We observe a haste, 
not to say a panic-stricken call for the 
immediate summoning of the defensive 
forces of the empire. We assume that 
they will be ready. We expect they will 
be adequate. We hope that their em- 
ployment will not be advertised in the 
spirit of a vulgar and timorous baste. 
Peace is one of the greatest requisites 
to Brit’ h interests and above all peace 
with America is not merely an interest; 
it is a first condition of honorable life 
for both people.” 

The editorial goes on to say that no 
dispute between England and America, 
however embittered, should be allowed 
to proceed to the extremity of war. The 
leader is a column long and all of it is 
directed to America. Then comes the 
treatment of the German subject in a 
second editorial. It begins: The ten- 
gion is so extreme at the present mo- 
ment that every man in these islands 
should feel resting on him a heavy re- 
sponsibility.” 

The editor quotes the vital clause of 
the convention with the Transvaal in 
1844, enforcing suzerainty over that 
country, and adds: No language can 
be plainer, and we have simply to in- 
form the German Emperor that we 
abide by that language as completely 
as we do by our intention to respect 
the liberty and independence of the 
South African republic.” 

Sir Edward Arnold begins his leader 
in these characteristic words: “It is 
not enough in thesedays to have merely 
a just cause. Justice, Englishmen are 
painfully discovering, must wear the 
panoply of strength, and we are, there- 
fore, glad to announce that Her Maj- 
esty’s government is confident in the 
correctness of their action in the mat- 
ter of the Transvaal and resolute to 
maintain the rights of the Queen. It 
has directed naval and military meas- 
ures to be taken which will put any- 
thing like a surprise and a defiance in 
South Africa as altogether out of the 


question.” 


DELAYED DISPATCHES. - 


Cooked Up in London to Give 
Jameson a "Send-of.” 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
LONDON, January 8.—(By Atlantic 
Cable. Associated Press Copyright. 
1896.) Missing dispatches, delayed ir 
transmission from Johannesburg and 
Cape Town, are gradually reaching 
this city. Some of the latest messages 
filed are arriving before the earliest 
dispatches placed in the hands of the 
telegraph and cable operators at the 
different places mentioned. They are 
dated from January 1 onward, and are 
being collated. The following synop- 
sis of the invasion of the Transvaal 
by the forces of the British Chartered 


‘Company has been compiled: 


For a long time past the Uitlanders. 
or foreign residents of the Transvaal, 
have been complaining of the treat- 
ment they have been subjected to by 
the Boers. The Uitlanders. though far 
outnumbering the Boers, have been 
compelled to contribute ‘practically all 
the revenue of the republic and yet 
have no representation or voice in its 
government. That is their side of the 
question. On the other hand, the 
Boers claim that the very fact that the 


Uitlanders, mainly Englishmen, so far 


outnumber them ts the main argument 
against giving them full representa- 
tion. for they would soon outvote the 
Boers and make the republic nothing 
more or less than a British colony. 

On this ground the il] feeling grew 
mntil] intimations were made to Dr.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The Repub- 
lican Senators went into caucus at 10:30 
o'clock today, but adjourned at 12 
o'clock to meet again after the conclu- 
sion of the day's session of the Senate. 
The entire time of the caucus was con- 
sumed in discussing proposed amend- 
ments to the tariff bill, but no formal 
expression was secured upon any of 
them, this being left until the after- 
noon session. The prevailing sentiment 
appeared to be against all amendments 
and the tendency was favorable to re- 
porting the bill as it came from the 
House. Several Senators expressed 
doubts as to the wisdom of the bill in 
any shape and there was an evident 
disposition to regard the bill as purely 
an emergency measure, 

Senator Quay moved the adoption of 
the House bill, but the motion was lost 
sight of in the general discussion. 

Mr. Baker, the new Senator from 
Kansas, made a vigorous speech in op- 
position to 'the House bill, if it came 
before the Senate unaltered. He Said 
that if any tariff legislation was to be 
enacted, he thought it ought to be done 
on Republican and protection lines. He 
also favored a course of non-action in 
view of the declaration of the adminis- 
tration that the present tariff would 
afford,all the revenue needed. He

That the court should have rendered 
such a_ decision,” he said, “was a 
matter of surprise to every inielli- 
gent lawyer in the country, and 
espéqially to those of us in Congress 
who were engaged in formulating the 
legislation. In my judgment, no judg- 
ment has ever, in the history of the 
court, been rendered which has done 
so much to destroy the influence of 
that high tribunal and excite distrust 
on the part of the people of this coun- 
try.“ 

The country had, he said, been used 
to rely upon the opinions of this court, 
because its judgments were supposed 
to be above the caprice, prejudices 
and sudden changes which might char- 
acterize the decisions of lower courts, 
not so far removed from outside in- 
fluences. That this court should have 
reversed its own decisions for a hun- 
dred years on a question vitally affect- 
ing the interests of the entire popula- 
tion, and placing the government in 
the attitude of violating the Constitu- 
tion during the entire history of the 
Union, must, he declared, be a matter 
of sincere regret. 

Mr. Vest declared that he would not 
trust himself in the Senate to say what 
he would be tempted to say of this 
opinion, but would leave it to the mem- 
bers of the court to stigmatize it as 
it deserved. With this introduction he 
had extracts read from the dissenting 
opinions of Justices Harlan and Brown, 
saying that if he had made the decla- 
ration contained in these opinions he 
would be charged with partisan malice 
and misrepresentation, but coming, as 
they do, from the high source, they 
certainly constituted a most powerful 
— of this court of last re- 
sort. 

Mr. Vest was more severe in his 
characterization of the conduct of the 
justice who changed his opinion after 
the first decision and before the sec- 
ond was rendered. He would not, he 
said, attempt to enter into that jus- 
tice’s motives, but that justice, and he 
(Vest) did not know who he was, had 
been mainly responsible in fastening 
the sordid despotism of wealth upon 
ihe country by his change of front. 
Certainly he had the right to change | 
his mind, but it was a matter of re- 
gret that he had not seen proper to 
put his reasons on record for this far- 
reaching and terrible decision. The 
justice's name was, he continued, un- 
known except to himself and his as- 
sociates. The Senate had been ridi- 
culed and vituperated because of se- 
crecy of its executive eedings, but 
what, he asked, 
warmth, would be thought of a Sen- 
ator who would change his, position on 
a question of vital general interest 
and when his position was essential to 
the success or failure of a cause, and 
who should not have the manhood 
to stand before the country and reveal 
himself and his reasons for such a 
transformation?

Though he dif- 
fered with the head of his party in 
many things, he declared that no ad- 
ministration in the history the 
country had been more successful than 
the Cleveland administration of 1885-89. 
If success was to be measured by the 
amount of gold exported he desired to 
call the attention of the other side to 
the fact that $213,000,000 had been ex- 
ported under Mr. Harrison's, adminis- 
tration, while so far $181,000,000 had 
been exported under the present ad- 
ministration. Mr. Vest admitted that 
his side was divided on the subject of 
silver. The country was divided. 
There was, he said, an irrepressible 
conflict in the land, as irrepressible as 
that which resulted in the clash of 
the armies of the North and South. 
In the course of a review of some 
history of the passage of the McKin- 
ley law, Mr. Vest described the manner 
in which the bill was reported to the

“Place a duty on hides,” said he, ‘‘and 
New England would be aroused as she 
never has been aroused by the Vene- 
zuelan dispute, You would smell pow- 
der and hear the whistling of bullets

Further contrasting the McKinley 
law and the Wilson law, 
praised the latter, especially free 


wool and the reduction, on woolens. 
He contended there never had been 
a more complete vindication of the po- 
sition of the Democratic Hart than had 
been shown in the wool schedule, and ‘he 
was glad the Wilson bill had been en- 
acted on this account, if on no other. 

Referring to the financial] question, 
the Senator admitted that the financial 
insurance of the world was against sil- 
ver. Europe feared that we would go 
on a silver basis. When the President 
had sent his Venezuelan message to 
Congress it had been received with ac- 
clamation by the people, and he had 
heard the hostile guns booming in this 
chamber. Now had England responded? 
Not with shot and shell and saber 
stroke and battleships, but by throw- 
ing our securities on the market. The 
power of money was to be used to 
crush us. On Monday, when the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury had issued his 
circular (his only complaint was that 
it was not issued sooner) notifying the 


Two syndicates had cornered 
the gold, one paper said $400,000,000; 
they were opposed to selling bonds to 
the public. It was humiliating that 
the most intelligent people on the globe; 
whose heritage was a continent, should,

The commission, after giving a brief 
review of its operations under the act 
of Congress by which it holds author- 
ity, says that the commission is care- 
ful to confine Ats recommendatidns for 
amendments within the limits and aims 
of the original statute. The special 
weakness of the law is the want of 
finality and binding force to the decis- 
ions of the commission. Under the 
statute, as judicially interpreted, the 
carnier can not only have practically 
a new trial of the same question in the 
courts, but the courts may be required 
to pass upon a very different state of 
facts than those presented to the com- 
mission. The decision of the comm 
sion should be made to stand as a rule 
of conduct prescribed by public author- 
ity, unless the courts; upon examina- 
tion of the record, shall find therein 
some material error, plainly: prejudicial 
to the defeated party, which furnishes 
sufficient reason for refusing to. enforce 
that decision. This is a change in 
the law of most immediate aad special 
urgency. ..

A controlling consideration 
in these special cases of relief from the 
fourth section is that the longer dis- 
tance rates sought to be allowed shall 
not be less than the carrier’s cost of 
service in respect of the longer-distance 
traffic. The public interest was given 
primary consideration and was appar- 
ently served by the issuance of the or- 
der of relief in each case, 

The basing-point system in the South, 
under which the carriers name certain 
places as distributing centers and com- 
peting points, fix through rates thereto

There were 1924 separate corpo- 
rations, an increase of thirty-four over 
the previous year. The capitalization 
of roads filing reports was $10,796,473,- 
813, or 362,951 per mile. The number of 
passengers carried was 540,688,199, and 
the number of tens of. freight moved 
was 638,186,553; both these items show.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.—A deplor- 
ing revelation comes in certain letters 
written by Miss Mattie Overman from 
Tacoma to her friend, Mrs. Tunnell, 
in this city. In them Miss Overman 
declares that she has the Rev. Dr.

The first of the remarkable letters 
written = 4 Miss Overman to Mrs. Tun- 
nell is dated at Tacoma in June of last 
year. The letter reflects an unusually 
despondent spirit and outlines a plan 
which Miss Overman had in view on 
her return to this city.

solely for redemption purposes, and 
should be held sacred from any other 
use, These provisions, if embodied in 
the law, would effectually protect the 
gold reserve from depletion by specu- 
lators and gold-hoarders, Senator 
Sherman’s suggestions are’ worthy of 
careful consideration by Congress.

The prospects are that there will be 
still heavier withdrawals in the very 
near future, and the idea is freely ex- 
pressed that it may be necessary to 
make a deal with the bond syndicate 
within the next ten days to protect the 
reserve from annihilation, -instead of 
waiting for gold to come in by popular 
subscription: 
Congress owes a duty to the nation, 
which it should in no event fail to 
perform before the gold reserve, after 
being replenished by the loan just 
authorized, shall again be depleted. 
This duty is to devise some simple and 
practical measure, such as has been 
suggested by Mr. Sherman, by which 
the treasury can protect itself in time 
of need, without plunging the country 
into debt in $100,000,000 installments. 
There ought to be enough patriotism 
and common-sense in Congress to ac- 
complish this desirable result without 
serious friction. To allow matters to 
go on as they are now going is a na- 
tional disgrace.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ‘ANGELES THEATER. There is 
the distinctly pungent flavor of Sardou 
in the play of “Helena,” which Robert 
Downing presented last night, for itis 
wrought out on the peculiarly risque 
lines which that writer follows in “La 
Tosca” and the other emanations which 
have fallen from his pen, and its au- 
thorship is unmistakable. To be sure, 
it is scarcely a tale of passion for lust’s 
sake, but rather one for revenge. 

The story is to this end: Orso, a ple- 
beian chief of the Guelphs, returning 
victorious from the games, drops one 
of his flowering trophies before a 
woman of the Patricians, who stands 
watching the procession. As it chances, 
the fair creature is Helena, one of the 
Ghibellines, who deems Orso’s act an 
insult, and she throws the flowers in 
the chieftain’s face. This act of the 
haughty beauty is the signal for mor- 
tal combat, and, after three days of 
slaughter, the Guelphs are the victors, 
and the Saracini palace falls into their 
hands. Helena is in the palace at the 
time of the capture and, being discov- 
ered by Orso, she is borne away to a 
room in the darkness and treated with 
unspeakable indignity. The play opens 
on the day succeeding this shameful 
outrage, when Helena. reveals to her 
brother Guido and other chiefs of his 
tribe the ignominy to which she has 
been subjected, and they take an oath 
to avenge her. A truce is called for a 
day, that the dead may be buried and 
the wounded succored, While at the 
cathedral Helena recognizes the voice 
of Orso and stabs him in the back. She 
thinks him dead and turns from him to 
fall before the figure of the virgin in 
prayers for forgiveness. Orso is, how- 
ever, only wounded, and his groans re- 
call Helena to his side. She has him 
removed secretly to the palace, where, 
through her tender ministrations, he is 
restored to health. Orso, penitent, 
touched, -remorseful, asks her to wed: 
him that he may wipe out her dishonor. 
She consents upon condition that he 
unite the warring tribes. 

Guido, the brother, discovers his sis- 
ter’s love for the Guelph chieftain. He 
despises Orso for his lowly birth, and 
heaps abuse upon his sister for having 
condoned an unpardonable offense. He 
attempts to drag her from the church, 
but she falls in a faint at the altar. A 
priest enters and Guido hands him a 
vial of poison under the pretense that 
it is a cordial. The priest unwittingly 
@dministers the fatal draught to the 
fainting girl just as Orso, who has 
fulfilled his promise, returns at the 
head of his victorious army. He sees 
Helena prostrate and the bystanders 
cry out that she has the plague, but 
the hero beats down the drawn swords 
that would bar his way and clasps her 
in his arms. Having touched her, a 
victim of the plague, he, under the 
law, is likewise unclean, and is isolated 
by having the doors of the church 
locked against him. He at last discov- 
ers that Helena is poisoned, and in try- 
ing to tear down the gates that he may 
go for help, reopens his old wound, and 
the unhappy lovers fall dead in each 
other’s arms, 

As may be well understood from this 
somewhat scanty synopsis of the plot, 
“Helena” is rich in material for pow- 
erful acting and it is skjlifully made 
use of by Mr. Downing and Miss Blair. 
Mr. Downing’s Orso, while not one of 
his best roles, is rich in coloring, mas- 
terful, adequate and consistent at all 
points. One cannot forget throughout 
the unfolding of the plot that Orso isa 
gross creature, as Sardou has planned 
him, a great gross male animal, but 
Mr. Downing veils the repellant fea- 
tures of the character with consum- 
mate art and builds him, one would 
say, better than Sardou knew. 

Miss Blair's Helena reveals to us a 
reserved f that places her on a 
high plane as an actress. She handles 
the scene wherein she discloses her 


lips might grate upon the ears, fall 
from hers without a taint of grossness, 
and in her splendor of beauty and in 
the magnificence of her garb she is 
every inch the patrician. 

In construction the piece is master-
